Rbmabbs.—Can #e find smsller variations Ol heat and cold for January, in the 
Diary of any Country situated in the northern temperate aone, than tht^se which we 
now present to the public from our registers of this Month? Ihe difference be- 
tween the mean temperature of the month, and its coldest and warmest day. beinj'' 
only 9 and 10 degrees, and consequently we ind no more than 19« between the tw«. 
extremes. 
The mean temperature of the corresponding month of the last year was - 
6o 94, or nearly 7« warmer than this, yet its coldest day was 4o, and its greatest 
cold 90 below those respectively of this year.—Although the rapid course ot the 
passing bells has never ceased through the month to remind us that the earth was 
covered whh Snow, nevertheless it cannot be classed among the severe months of 
our climate, because the winds have been light, and the cold uniformly moderate.— 
This is unquestionably more conducive to health, and more beneficial to the soi|. 
than short ánd alternate periods of cold and diy,cf warm and moist weather, and this 
1» a specimen of that uniformity of climate to which we are travelling whilst we aro 
encreasing our enjoyme nts by « more general acd more perfect cultivation of our 
lands.

*( The weather being vciy fine, we 
started lor Punici, at six o'clock, lor the 
pui pose of aSweiiding Vesuvius. 1 wenty 
Ol thiriy men crowded aiound u» a» 
on as we had dismissed our cabriolet, 
otlciing horses, dunkie», and guides, loi 
the mountain. 
As no one bad ariiveci 
belore us, we were able to,make a good 
»election of horses, and immediately 
commenced the ascent. 
From Portici 
iO the foot ot the steep cone of Vesuvi 
us. where we lelt our horses, is about 
three miles. 
I be road is neither »ice|y 
nor oiflicult. but winds through a voIcm- 
uic tiact, which in many places i» su»- 
ceptible of high cuitivaùon.

the field» of lava are ol recent date, ih^y 
are uniformly barrcn^ 
We left oui 
horses at an hermitage, and commenceo 
the ascent of the mountain, to the sum- 
mit of which is just a mile.

views ol the surrounding country, ex 
panding, aud varying i»ith our afccem 
For forty or fiuy rods, our feet sank 
deep into the loose cinders, which ren- 
dered our progiess extremely slow and 
laborious.
